LEWIS ASSUMED A 
PART OF BANK DEBT 





But Putnam on the Stand 
Declares That in the End 
the Publishing Company 
Had to Take Over the 
$250,000 Indebtedness. 


Edward G. Lewis drew $300 a week 
cash salary as. president of the Lewis 
Publishing Co. in 1908 and 1909, and in 
addition, received a credit of $200 a week 
on his personal indebtedness to the com- 
pany, according to testimony given Fri- 
day by Francis V. Putnam of Chicago, 
the company’s former treasurer, in Lew- 
is’ trial on the charge of using the mails 
to defraud. 

Putnam said his own salary was $125 
a week; that Secretary Miller got $12 
or $150 a week, and that Judge Shepard 
Barclay, as counsel for the Lewis pub- 


lishing, realty.and banking concerns, got 
$10,000 a year and his office rent. L. B. 
Tebbetts, he said, in answer to another 
Question, got no salary except for a 
time in’ his: capacity as an officer of 
the American Woman's League, and he 
did not recall the amount Tebbetts got 
then. 

..He said Lewis received no additional 
Salary as president of the University 
Heights Realty and Development Co., 
or in his capacity as the president of 
his other companies. 

Putnam was questioned about the 1% 
per cent of debts the People’s United 
States Bank was unable to pay after 
it had been closed following a United 
States fraud order. He said he believed 
Lewis personally assumed obligation for 
this shortage, amounting to $252.000. 

Lewis Assumed Debt, 

A minute book of the People’s Sav- 
ings Trust Co. for Jan. 22, 1909, con- 
taining a circular letter in which Lewis 
agreed to assume the 13 per cent loss, 
was shown to Putnam. The letter con- 
tained this sentence over Lewis’ signa- 
ture: 

“JT assume your loss of 13 per cent.’’ 

It was set forth in the letter that the 
amount was to be paid from Lewis’ in- 
come. 

On redirect examination by Houts, 
Putnam said this obligation was carried 
on Lewis’ account two or three years 
and then wipéd off. Lewis’ note, owed 
to the company, was given credit for 
$262,000 by Lewis’ order, Putnam said, 
with the result that it eventually had 
to be assumed by the publishing com- 


pany. 
Capital Increased. 

Putnam testified further that when 
the capital stock of the Lewis Publish- 
ing Co. was increased from $400,000 to 
$2,500,000, Lewis gave two notes for 
$1,000,000 each. He said it was always 
understood between Lewis and himself 
that Lewis was not lIiable for the notes 
io the Lewit Publishing Co., that it 
was merely a formal matter, not an ac- 
tual subecription. 

In answer to a question by Houts, 
Putnam said that Lewis was president 
of the company at the time he gave the 
notes. 

“Did he not make an affidavit that 
the stock was fully subscribed and one- 
half of it paid up in cash?’ Houts 
asked, 

Putnam answered 
Lewis made such an 
was not sure of it. 

‘Then if he did make such an 
davit, it was false, was it not?” 
District Attorney asked. 

The defense objected and Houts with- 
drew the question. 

Prospect Seemed Bright. 

' On cross-examination by Attorney 
Cullen, Putnam testified that the pros- 
pect for the company’s business seemed 
bright in 1908 to him, as well as to 
Lewie. But on re-direct examination, he 
gaid that this promise was not fulfilled, 
and that there was little increase in the 
advertising revenue of the Lewis publi- 
cations. 

When asked why the expectations 
were not realized, he said the with- 
drawal of the second-class mail privi- 
lege in 1999 was the severest blow, as 
not more than 580 per cent of the former 
subscription list was readmitted.

ROANOKE, Va., March 15.—Betty 
Ayers, one of the few women who were 
in the courtroom yesterday at Hills- 


ville and who was wounded, is reported 


to be dead at her home. 


HILLSVILLE, Va., March 15.—Feud- 
ist Floyd Allen and his son, Victor, were 
arrested today by T. L. Felts, a moun- 
tain detective, who arrived with 20 men 
and took charge of the town as officers 
of the law. Allen’s brothers and moun- 
taineer sympathizers yesterday’ shot 
and killed Judge Massie, Prosecu- 
tor Foster and Sheriff Webb in the 
Carroll County Courthouse as Floyd 
Allen was being sentenced to a year in 
prison for attacking a deputy sheriff. 
The desperadoes escaped to the hills 
with one of their number wounded. It 
had been reported that Fioyd Allen, 
wounded, had been recaptured. 

Another member of the band, James 
Strickland, was captured while he was 
hurrying toward Allen’s cabin. 

Strickland. was armed and declared 
that if he had not been taken by sur- 
prise he would have fought to his death 
to prevent the capture of Allen. 

“One to Die for Every Prisoner.” 

As soon as the men were landed in 
jail the detectives fortified that build- 
ing and prepared to resist any attempts 
which might be made to release the 
prisoners. Friends of the Allens have 
served notice that for every prisoner 
captured one man will be. killed. 

Detective Felts, leader of ths officers, 
has armed all of his men with army ri- 
fles, and declares that he will resist 
to the death any attempt to liberate his 
prisoners. 

Victor Allen and Strickland were found 
hiding in a house in-Hillsville. Floyd 
Alien had been under guard in a hotel. 
All were captured without serious re- 
sistance, although it was said they at 
first indicated an impulse to shoot their 
way to liberty. 

Fifty men are pressing into the moun- 
tains trying to find others of the gang. 

It was reported here tnat the other 
Allen brothers and their followers had 
crossed the North Carolina line to 
Mount Airy, where -they are said to 
have raided a hardware store and ob- 
tained a new supply of arms and am- 
munition. 

There is little belief that the outlaws 
will be taken alive, and it may be days 
before a well-directed force is on their 
trail. 

Communication Is Difficult. 

Bullets grazed Clerk Goad and in the 
confusion he was reported killed. Jurors 
who had been wounded slightly were re- 
ported dead and by the method of com- 
munication which prevails in the wood- 
land country reports of a wholesale 
slaughter went out to the countryside.

FORGERWITHBOX 
OF GEMS LOCKED 
TO WRIST CAUGHT 


Taken at Planters When He Tries 
to Cash $50 Check With 
‘“Treasure’’ as Security. 








When guests at the Planters Hotel 
saw a dapper young man walking about 
the lobby with a large tin box pad- 
locked to his left wrist they were curi- 
ous to know who he was. 

Bellboys impressively told them he was 
Joseph J. Morris, a Chicago jewelry 
salesman, and that the box attached to 
his wrist by a nickel-plated chain six 
inches long, contained thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of diamonds. 

Morris registered at the hotel a week 
ago. Until Weduesday night he carried 
the box whenever he appeared in the 
lobby. He even Kept it securely fast- 
ened to him with padiock while dining. 

Wednesday night he asked Clerk Bon- 
neville to put the box in the safe. He 
explained that he had visited all his St. 
Louis customers and there was no fur- 
ther occasion to carry the box around as 
he feared it might be stolen. 

An hour later ..orris, smoking a fat 
cigar, paid a $7 hotel bill with a $10 
banknote. Then as if it were a trifling 
afterthought he asked Bonneville to 
cash a $50 check signed with the name 
of a Chicago jewelry. firm for which he 
said he worked. 

Bonneville told him the check «ould 
not be cashed until the bookkeeper re- 
turned. Morris told him the tin box in 
the safe would be ample security. He 
asked that the box be taken from the 
safe. Opening it, he showed Bonneville 
that it was filled with small tissue pa- 
per packages like those in which dia- 
monds usually are wrapped by jewelry 
salesmen. 

The Planters is a member of a hotel 
heepers’ protective association, which 
sends out photographic reproductions of 
ell fraudulent checks which are passed 
on hotel men. Bonneville looked up the 
record and found that several worthiess 
checks signed with the name of the 
Chicago jewelry firm recently had been 
cashed in hotels in other cities. One 
photograph, sent from Denver, was in 
handwriting which closely resembled 
that on the check offered by Morris. 
It was made payable to Harry Marks. 
A note accompanying it said similar 
checks payable to J. J. Heilbroenner and 
Alex. Bernstein also had been passed. 

Bonneville called detectives and had 
Morris arrested. At police headquarters 
Friday the mysterious tin box was 
opened. It contained 2000 cigarette pa- 
pers rolled up into little balls. 

Morris then told the police he had 
served time in the Columbus (O.) Pen- 
itentiary on a forgery charge.

they sent the papers attacking Lewis. 
They tried to indicate that postoffice 
inspectors: might have given out the 
addresses, and Putnam said at first that 
he thought an examination by the in- 
spectors had been under way since 1906. 
Later, he corrected himself, saying that, 
so far as he knew, no inspectors had 
investigated Lewis’ business in the three 
years following Jan. 1, 1908. 

Lewis Received Credit. 

Attorney Cullen of Lewis’ counsel 
cross-examined Putnam, asking him 
whether any of the money sent in for 
stock went to Lewis personally. Put- 
nam said it did not go to him directly, 
but repeated his previous statement that 
Lewis received credit to the extent of 
$162,000 on his note to the company. 

Another questi brought out the fact 
that Theodore F. Meyer, a director of 
the company, #urchased a quantity of 

stock, through a broker, 
in Decem@r, 1908, at 8 or 9 ecnts a 
share. The price of stock, Putnam said, 
did not come into the company’s treas- 
ury. 

In 1908 and 1909, Putnam said, he con- 
sidered the company’s prospects good, 
particularly because of the business 
which was coming in from the Ameri- 
can woman’s League. The league, he 
said, had pledged itself to get subscrip- 
tions for the Lewis publications to the 
amount of $1,000,000, and was making’ 
good progress toward that end. Put- 
nam said he thought in the latter part 
of 1908 that the company might soon be 
able to pay dividends. 


Aid From League. 
He said the league was purely a mag- 
azine subscription organization, and 
that as most of the subscriptions ob- 
tained were for the Lewis publications, 
the Lewis Publishing Co. got fully one- 
half the league’s revenue. 

Lewis’ attorneys tried to get into the 
record a report made by Lewis to the 
Board of Directors, March 22, 1909, at the 
time when the 15 per cent dividend was 
declared on the strength of the bills and 
accounts receivable. Of this 4ividend, 
only 2% per cent was paid, Putnam had 
testified.

Plans to Offset Claim. 
On being told of O’Bryan’s contention, 


Bacon said that he would offset the 
claim that the statute of limitations had 
run against him by invoking the Kan- 
sas statute which allows five years after 
death for filing insurance suits. He said 
the Kansas law would apply because the 
Kimmel policies were issued in that 
State. O’Bryan said he was confident 
that no Missouri court would uphold a 
Kansas statute that is in conflict with 
the Missouri law. 

In the Kimmel suit 
States District Court, in which the re- 
ceiver of the First National Bank of 
Niles, Mich., is plaintiff, which was tried 
last month in St. Louis, the seven-year 
presumption of death did not figure be- 
cause the suit was filed in 1904, only six 
years after the disappearance of Kim- 
mel.

UATTLEIN TEXAS {4 
THAN NEW OR 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., March 15.—Sc 
efficient has become the work of the 
inspectors of the Texas ‘Cattle Rals- 


ers’ Association that Statistics show 
fewer thefts of cattle in Texas than 
in New York. While cattle stealing 
has not wholly disappeared on the 
Texas range, these inspectors have 
made it so unpopular that careless- 
ness with the branding iron or the 
lasso has become almost unknown. 

In every section of the State the 
Cattle Raisers’ Association maintains 
inspectors, who are charged with the 
arrest and conviction of cattle 
thieves. They are ready at a moment's 
notice to go to the aid of any ranch- 
man who thinks his cattle are being 
stolen, 

These field inspectors are experts, 
trained on the big ranches. They 
know of no life except the life of the 
plains and their instincts for fathom- 
ing the methods of cattle thieves have 
been cultivated keenly. They know at 
sight the 6000 brands recorded at the 
association headquarters as well as 
the brands of many ranchmen who 
are not members. 

An appreciation of the valuable 
work of the inspectors may be gained 
from the fact that last year they re- 
covered 2260 head of cattle, worth 
$98,978.60, and restored them to their 
rightful owners. 


Many of the inspectors, in recog- 
nition of their services in enforcing 
the law, have been elected sheriffs in 
counties where they operated, Frank 
M. Canton, formeriy an inspector, is 
Adjutant-General of Oklahoma; M. RB. 
Chastian is sheriff at Marfa and 
John M. McCandless is sheriff at Dal- 
hart. Others are constubles and dep- 
uty sheriffs. These men have become 
Such a terror to cattle thieves that 
they prefer turning bank robbers or 
burglars to picking stray cattle off 
the range.

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ENDANGERS IOWA'S 
BG MONEY CROP 


Des Moines Boosters Fear $70,- 
000,000 Loss if Kernels Are 
Not Tested. 
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DES MOINES, Io., March 15.—‘‘He!p | 
Save Iowa's 1912 Corn Crop” is the ap- 
peal the Greater Des Moines Booster 
Committee is sending to newspapers, 
bankers, business men and farmers 
throughout the State. The trouble lies 
with the seed corn, which is said to be 
“5 to 70 per cent dead. 

The communication js startling in its 
report of tests already made and re- 
ports from other states. Farmers are 
assured that no seed corn is for sale! 
elsewhere and that if farmers wait and 
plant untested seed, it will mean a fail- 
ure of at least one-half of the crop, or 
a loss of $70,000,000. Urging immediate 
tests, the circular continues: 

“Tests made so far, indicate that it 
will be necessary to make a germination 
test of every ear. In testing 100 ears, 
from 10 to 70 ears may be found that 
will be safe to use. These can be saved 
and another lot tested until enough has 
been found. It will take about 1200 good 
ears to plant 75 acres. 

“It has been found that the upper 
two-thirds of some ears will grow and 
the lower third is dead. In some lots, 
one side of an ear will grow, while the 
other side is dead. In many ears a 
patch or two is dead, while the rest of 
the ear is good. Corn on the outside 
and at the top of the crib will some- 
times grow, while that in the center is 
dead. The seed is unusually freakish 
even for a bad year, and in testing for 
germination, Kernels should be taken 
from each side of the ear, some from 
the center and again about one and a 
half inches from both butt and tip.’’ 

The fault lies with pollenization during 
the growing season.

‘The memorial, paid for in this way, 
will be the sort which Jefferson would 
have preferred. The participation of the 
masses in the erection of this testimo- 
nial to his greatness would have pleased 
him as no other honor could. 

“The citizens of the United States owe 
much to Thomas Jefferson—as much as 
io any of the glorious group of rebels 
who overthrew foreign domination on 
this continent, and made of the United 
States a free nation. To the homage of 
Jefferson all Americans should rally. 
The foreign-born citizen has just as 
deep, just as abiding an interest in the 
Father of Democracy as has the Amer- 
ican who traces his ancestry back to 
the Pilgrim Fathers or the Cavaliers of 
Virginia and the Carolinas. The democ- 
racy of Jefferson was without restric- 
tion. The memorial should, in some 
fashion, typify the fact that it owes its 
dignity and its beauty to the whole 
people. The City of New York should 
be glad that for nearly 30 years it had 
such a Citizen as the founder of the 
memorial fund.”’ 

“Let Good Work Go On.” 

Representative Clement C. Dickinson 
of Missouri said: 

“By all means let the good work in- 
augurated by the World for the increase 
of the Pulitzer foundation go on. 

“Joseph Pulitzer bore the same rela- 
tion to journalism as did Jefferson to 
politics. Back to the simple essentials 
of free government was the guiding idea 
in his creative mind, for simplicity of 
laws and simplicity in the administra- 
tion of the law was the watchword of 
Thomas Jefferson. Equal rights to all 
and special privileges to none presents a 
basis for the formation of law as simple 
as the character of the great statesman 
himself. 

“I believe that as the years roll on the 
American people will come from day to 
day to a higher, truer and broader ap- 
preciation of the mastery of statecraft 
which Thomas Jefferson possessed. I 
believe that the memorial in New York 
will prove the incentive to a further 
study of the. great father of democ- 
racy.”’

Market Street Plans. 


CROSSES HANDLAN’S PARK 


Way Diverted East of Grand 
Avenue With Diagonal Cut 
to Parked Street. 


The interest aroused by the plan to 
create a plaza on Market street from 
the downtown section to Grand avenue 
has reached a point where members of 
the City Plan Commission now suggest 
the extension of the plaza over Forest 
Park boulevard to Forest Park. The 
original plan was to lay out the plaza 
from Twelfth street to Grand avenue, 
taking in the ground between Market 
and Chestnut streets. 

No definite action has been taken on 
the preparation of new plans, but at a 
meeting of the commission, Thursday 
afternoon, Street Commissioner Tra- 
villa and President. Reber of the Board 
of Public Improvements were appointed 
to estimate the cost of the proposed ex- 
tension. 

It was pointed out that Forest Park 
boulevard has many trees and already 
is parked in conformity with the pro- 
posed plaza. It was suggested that if 
the extension be made, the plaza could 
be diverted a few blocks east of Grand 
avenue, to connect diagonally with For- 
est Park boulevard. By this plan 
Handlan’s Park at Grand and Laclede 
avenues would be taken in and would 
offer most desirable opportunities for 
Ix.ndscape gardening. 

It has been suggested that the plaza 
also be connected with West Pine and 
boulevards at Grand avenue, 
Travilla said. It was proposed at first 
that the extension be made on Lindell 
boulevard, but this was rejected be- 
cause the Forest Park boulevard plan

Extension Over Forest Park 
Boulevard to Connect With 
Market Street Plans. 


CROSSES HANDLAN’S PARK 


Way Diverted East of Grand 
Avenue With Diagonal Cut 
to Parked Street. 


The interest aroused by the plan to 
create a plaza on Market street from 
the downtown section to Grand avenue 
has reached a point where members of 
the City Plan Commission now suggest 
the extension of the plaza over Forest 
Park boulevard to Forest Park. The 
original plan was to lay out the plaza 
from Twelfth street to Grand avenue, 
taking in the ground between Market 
and Chestnut streets. 

No definite action has been taken on 
the preparation of new plans, but at a 
meeting of the commission, Thursday 
afternoon, Street Commissioner Tra- 
villa and President Reber of the Board 
of Public Improvements were appointed 
to estimate the. cost of the proposed ex- 
tension. 

It was pointed out that Forest Park 
boulevard has many trees and already 
is parked in conformity with the pro- 
posed plaza. It was suggested that if 
the extension be made, the plaza could 
be diverted a few blocks east of Grand 
avenue, to connect diagonally with For- 
est Park boulevard. By this plan 
Handlan’s Park at Grand and Laclede 
avenues would be taken in and would 
offer most desirable opportunities for 
Iindscape gardening. 

It has been suggested that the plaza 
also be connected with West Pine and 
Lindell boulevards at Grand avenue, 
It was proposed at first 
that the extension be made on Lindell 
boulevard, but this was rejected be- 
cause the Forest Park boulevard plan 


| would save the expense of park work 


that necessarily would have to be done 
on Lindell boulevard.

Doctors said the 
lower half of his body is paralyzeed, 
caused by the cutting of the spinal cord 
by the bullet. 

The statement, made to attorneys and 
members of the Grace “amily, was not 
made public. It is known ‘owever, 
that he told in detail his story of how 
his wife shot him; that she remained 
with him several hours after he was 
shot and that he begged for physicians 
‘and then for water, but both were re- 
fused. 

Mrs. Grace received the news of her 
husband’s condition in her cell, where 
she still is held without bail. 

Police Find Him Locked In. 

Gracé was shot the morning of March 
5 in his home on West Eleventh street, 
Atlanta. The first known of the shoot- 
ing was when, at 1:30 p. m., he called 
the police on the telephone. They went! 
to the house and found him locked in his 
room. The key was downstairs in a 

fe} niding place declared afterward by Mrs. 
Grace to be known only to her husband 
and herself. 

On breaking into his room, Senne: was 
found with a bullet wound in his side, 
which, it was apparent, had been in- 
flicted several hours before. Grace said 
he was awakened at 6 a. m. by a burn- 
ing sensation in his side, and found 
that he had been shot. He told his 
wife and asked her to call a doctor. She 
left the room, he said, and when she 
returned said she could not get a doc- 
tor. 

Mrs. Grace had left a note down- 
gtairs the night before for the servants 
to get their own breakfast in the morn- 
ing and not disturb Mr. and*® Mrs. 
Grace. In the morning Mrs. Grace 
summoned a negro servant to the room 
to make a fire. The negress heard 
Grace groan. Mrs. Grace is reported 
to have said he was not sick but was 
sleeping. | 

Mrs. Grace left the house at 12:15 to 

gO to the depot and take a train to 
‘Newman, Ga., to visit the mother of 
Grace. She told the servants that Grace 
was better and that if a doctor came, 
he was not to be admitted. 

A revolver with one chamber empty 
was found on a window sill downstairs. 
Grace had taken out $25,000 life insur- 
ance a few days before. 

Grace had planned to go to Philadel- 
phia the day that Mrs. Grace went to 
Newman. A letter purporting to have 
‘been written by him was mailed to Mrs. 
Grace at Newman, in which he stated 
he had decided to defer his departure 
until the next day. Before the letter 
reached Newman ars. Grace was noti-

Boarding Cars on the Near Side. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Noticing many complaints from street car pas- 
sengers about the cars stopping on near side and 
having to wade through the snow and mud, to get 
on at the rear end, I offer the following sugges- 
tion, which, I think, would give relief. Have two 
dcors at the front end of the car, similar to slid- 
ing door now on front end; the door now on the 
front end to be used to receive passengers; have 
the door for discharging passengers at the front 
end next to the one for receiving. Place the con- 
ductor’s box just back of the motorman, facing 
the passengers getting on and off. In this way 
he would have better control of his car and see 
people that wished to get on. As it is now he is 
cnly a collector. The rear platform of car could 
be closed up and extra seats put in, so that cars 
would seat at least 15 more passengers than at 
present. Passengers wishing to ride 30 blocks or 
more could be sent to rear of car by conductor, 
and those riding a short distance could take seats 
nearest the front. Passengers getting on car 
would pass to the right of the conductor through 
door nearest the front, pay théir fare and take 
seats to rear or front, according to distance they 
are going. Passengers leaving car would pass to 
front and out through nearest door, and land on 
the crossing. 

A PASSENGER WHO STOOD IN THE SNOW. 
Ireland’s Best Policy. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
In his eloquent address delivered in Hibernian 
Hall on the ocassion of the Emmet anniversary 
celebration the orator of the eyening, Mr. Daniel 
MeGlynn of East St. Louis, [Ill., declared that 
btetal separation from England is the only tolerable 
and honorable doctrine for the Irish people. It 
is because I think Mr. McGlynn and his asso- 
ciates, the Irish Nationalists, are mistaken in this 
belief that I write you this brief letter. 
In the first place Ireland is too small a country 
for such a prolific and rapidly growing race as 
the Irish. At present the population of Ireland 
is between four and five millions, but, under the 
triple fosterage of Home Rule, the landlord-tenant 
law and constantly increasing manufactures, what 
will this population bé one hundred years hence? 
Nothing short of twenty millions at the very least, 
Imagine such a multitude, mainly a farming com- 
munity, cooped up in the fifteen million acres of 
available and cultivatable land of Ireland! The 
idea is simply preposterous! 
Allow’ me to suggest a much wiser policy for the 
Irish people. Let them go over and take posses- 
sion of England, leaving, of course, a sufficient 
number of their race in their native land to carry 
on the work of keeping it respectably populated. 
By this I do not mean a sudden exodus of the 
Irish race to England; rather a gradual transfv- 
sion of Irish blood into the body of Anglo- Saxon- 
dom. 
Anyhow, this modest proposal of mine is mere- 
ly a suggestion to organize and systematize a 
movement which is already in progress, For more 
than half a century there has been a steady 
numerical increase in the Irish element of En- 
gland’s population. But, if my advice is followed, 
the time will come when Macaulay’s New Zea- 
lander will behold from Westminster Bridge, not 
a ruined St..Paul’s, but a blooming Irish St.

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AN OPPORTUNITY FOR ST. LOUIS. 
When the Twelfth International Congress of 
Navigation meets at Philadelphia, May 23, St. 
Louis and the entire Mississippi Valley should be 
represented by a delegation of engineers prepared 
to explain the Lakes-to-Gulf project. Arrange- 
ments should have been made long ago for full 
presentation of the situation before this great 
gathering of the world’s experts on water-borne 
commerce, and for bringing a party of them to 
voyage down the Mississippi and advise upon the 
best methods of opening a deep waterway. 

Such men as Bubendey, who built Hamburg’s 
famous docks; de Thierry, consulting engineer of 
the Suez Canal; Vetillart and Charguerand of the 
French Roads and Navigation Department; Yorke, 
the famous British engineer; Dr. Sympher, the 
Belgian DuFourney, whom Li Hung Chang’ took 
t2 China to build railways and harbors; Timonoff 
of St. Petersburg, Hoerschelman of Kiel] Canal 
fame, and Col. Hansen, head of the Hydraulic 
Power Commission of Sweden, are not often gath- 
ered on one continent, let alone at one spot. 
The congress will have before it expert reports 
on every notable hydraulic engineering project in 
the world. In particular it discusses matters con- 
cerning the country where it meets. If the Mis- 
sissippi Valley waterway plan is listed for discus- 
sion, what steps have been taken to provide it 
with any information outside of the deprecatory 
reports of U. S. Army engineers and railroad en- 
gineers? 

It may be 20 years before such an eminent 
gathering of experts on water-borne commerce 
as that which meets in Philadelphia May 23 will 
foregather again in America. We should make the 
most of our opportunity to strengthen the argu- 
ment for a navigable deep channel in the Mis- 
sissippi River.

Francisco Madero, who, 
like President Taft, hap- 
pens to be President of 
the republic until they 
can get’ to him, worked 
up his revolution against 
Diaz by making extrava- 
gant. promises somewhat 
similar to those made in 
the last presidential cam- 
paign in this country by 
‘tthe Republican party. In 
Mexico there is a very 
limited class of rich peo- 
Ple who own all the land, 
This has been a sore sub- 
ject in Mexico for a long 
time, and Madero was 
politician enough to make 
it the principal plank of 
his platform. In brief, he 
promised to revise the 
Ownership of land down- 
ward where the masses 
-ould share in it, exactly 
as the Republicans prom- 
ised to do in this country 
with the tariff. 

Madero, like Mr. Taft, 
won the presidency on 
this extravagant promise. 
Then, just as Mr. Taft 
did, he promptly allied 
himself with the other 
crowd and left the peo- 
ple to whistle. The only 
particular in which the 
Taft parallel does not ap- 
ply to Madero is that Ma- 
dero is himself one of the 
big land owners, and 
therefore could not have 
fulfilled his promises with- 
out dispossessing himself, 
whereas Mr. Taft had 
nothingeto lose but the 
friendship of the people 
who furnished his cam- 
saign fund.

U. R. EARNINGS INCREASE 
*ewer Trips in 1911 Due to 


Poor Garden Business, Says 
McCulloch. 


— 





The Public Service Commission is 
about to enter on the last stage of its 
investigation of the United Railways 
Co., and soon will be ready to recom- 
mend legisiation governing street car 
service to the Municipal Assembly. 

The company has returned to the com- 
mission the great part of the inventory, 
made by the commission and covering 
the company’s property. This was sub- 
mitted to the company for checking up. 
Some parts are still under examination 
by the company, and as soon as these 
are returned, the commission will pre- 
pare its report on the company’s earn- 
ing capacity and financial condition. 
It is expected the report will be ready 
by May. 

It is not expected that any reduction 
of fares will be recommended, the fares 
on the various lines being fixed by or- 
dinance. But the commission has the 
power to determine what improvements 
in the service are needed, and to make 
recommendations to the assembly for 
legislation covering those needs. 


Report Show, Increases. 
The annual report of the United Rail- 


ways Co., filed in January, showed that 
the company carried 7,090,000 more pas- 
sengers in 80,622 fewer trips in 1911 than 
in 1910. In 1911 the cars made 5,970,370 
trips and carried 228,625,134 passengers, 
while in 1910 221,520,565 passengers were 
carried on 6,050,992 trips. 

The earnings of the United Railways 
Co. for January showed an increase «f 
$11,976 over January, 1911, and the oper- 
ating expenses an increase of $9164. The 
gross earnings for the month were $932,- 
895 and the operating expenses, tax>s 
and depreciation $636,481, leaving net 
earnings of $296,491, an increase of $2si2 
over the same month last year. The 
surplus for the month amounted to $71.- 
334, an increase of $8098. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked Presi- 
dent McCulloch of the United Railways 
Co, whether the carrying of more pas- 
sengers on fewer trips in 1911 than in 
1910 meant a diminution of the service, 
or could be otherwise explained. He re- 
plied the decrease in trips was due al- 
most entirely to the falling off of sum- 
mer garden traffic. 

He said that on the main lines of the 
United Railways, in “rush hours,’’ the 
company actually operated more car3 
in 1911 than in 1910, and is now running 
more cars than last year. 

When he was asked to give figures 
supporting this statement, dealing with 
the number of cars operated on the 
Olive, Hodiamont, Wellston and Broad- 
way divisions, President McCulloch re- 
“used. 


Wants No Controversies. 
“IT do not tare to get into controversy 


with irresponsible people,’’ he said, by 
way of explaining his refusal. ‘“‘Were I 
dealing with a newspaper alone, or with 
well-known individuals, I would make 
public everything asked, but I get into 
argument with a lot of letter writers in 
the people's column of ‘the newspaper. 
They can say anything they like, true 
and false, and I cannot make them 
prove it. I do not want to argue with 
those people, 

“The decrease in our summer garden 
traffic last year, and the decrease in 
attendance at the ball games, was di- 
rectly responsible for the fewer trips 
that were made. For handling the reg- 
ular traffic of the company, we are now 
making more trips than in former years. 
But last summer the garden traffic went 
to pleces. The ~eople visited the nickel- 
edeons and airdomes in their home 
neighborhoods and did not patronize the 
street pars. 

‘The garden business fell off. One 
management went into bankruptcy, and 
of course, we did not operate anything 
like the usual summer schedule to han- 
die this re@uced business. It was not 
necessary to run empty cars to and from 
the amusement places, and the discon- 
tinuance of this traffic caused the on), 
decrease in our total trips last year."’

The Board of Health Thursday after- 
noon declared a public nuisance, the 
glycerine and candle plant of the Good- 
win Manufacturing Co., at 3332 Chouteau 
avenue, after women living in that 
neighborhood had testified that the foul 
odors and gases coming from the factory 
made them ill, killed chickens, destroyed 
vegetation and ruined clothing. 

The board issued an order that the 
nuisance must be abated, and if this be 
ignored, the owners of the plant will 
be prosecuted in Police Court, Health 
Commissioner Starkloff said. 


Inquiry Lasts Six Months, 
The investigation of the concern be- 


gan six months ago, at which time the 
owners told the Board of Health that 
they would install !mprovements that 
would abolish the odors. Four women 
and several men appeared before the 
board to testify that the nuisance now 
is worse than ever before. 

Mrs. William Stewart of 3311 La Salle 
street, said that the gases from the 
candle and glycerine factory, where fats 
and decayed animal matter are used for 
raw material, killed her chickens and 
made members of her family ill. 

“Ten of my finest chickens died, and I 
know the odor killed them,’’ Mrs. Stew- 
ert said. “A year ago we had typhoid 
fever in the house and I believe the 
fuul gases faused that. Not a sprig of 
grass will grow in our yard and our 
vegetable* gardens are utter failures. 
Now my little boy’s pigeons are all dy- 
ing and I am sure the odor is the cause. 


Soot Adds to Nuisance, 
‘We cannot hang out the family wash- 


ing in the neighborhood, because soot 
frons the factory ruins it. Large chunks 
of soot from the plant fall like snow 
over our yards and houses, and when- 
ever a piece of that soot hits a sheet or 
a dress on the line it burns a hole in it 
just like some kind of acid.”’ 

Mrs. W. J. Horn of 3304 La Salle 
street told a similar story. 

“The odors from that place make us 
all sick,” she said, ‘‘and the gases ruin 
our yards and clothing.”’ 

Mrs. August Dankin of 3301 La Salle 
street, Mrs. Vaughn of 3304 La Salle 
street and Mrs. B. Baer were at the! 
hearing, but did not testify. They nodded 
approval to all that Mrs. Stewart and 
Mrs. Horn said. 

Patrick J. Regan of 3424 Caroline 
street, Dr. A. H. Sante of 1115 South 
Grand avenue, Henry Ashmeyer of 3428 
Vista avenue and W. J. Horn appeared 
and told stories similar to those related 
by the women. 

Inspectors of the Health Department 
told the board that the condition of the 
Goodwin plant is worse now than it was 
six months ago, and on their report the 
Board unanimously declared the plant 
a nuisance. No representative of the 
Goodwin Manufacturing Co. was pres- 
ent at the hearing.
